Challenges lodged against sig­ 
natures on the nominating peti­ 
tions of “peace” candidate Eric 
Lindbkx >m. who seeks to repre­ 
sent the 28th Congressional Dis­ 
trict, go no further than the 
judges 
chambers 
Monday 
in 
supreme court, when the m atter 
was adjourned until today . 
Counsel for the opposing sides 
spent 
the 
morning discussing 
ground rules for the case. Under 
discussion was apparently the 
necessity for subpoening both 
the registration records and the 
individuals 
whose 
signatures 
have 
been 
challenged. 
Some 
2,69 3 of the 5,406 who signed the 
Lindbloom petitions have been 
questioned. 
The challenges were lodged by 
Irwin Karchmer of Ellenville, 
office manager of Channel Mas­ 
ter Corporation of which incum­ 
bent Democratic Representative 
Joseph Y. Resnick is a co-ow’ner. 
Resnick, however, say s Karch­ 
mer is “acting on his own” in the 
case. 
It 
is 
believed 
Resnick 
stands to be hurt by the Lind- 
blown candidacy . 
The case went to court after 
Ihe Secretary of State’s Election 
Law Bureau heard the challenges 
and ruled against them. 
It was 
noted at the time that the bu­ 
reau is limited only to the val­ 
idity of the petitions on their 
face and could not probe the 
question of fraud. A total of 3,- 
000 signatures is necessary to 
nominate. 
Lindbloom has charged that 
some Resnick workers have been 
“harassing” the petition signers 
with telephone calls concerning 
the signatures. 
Other candidates in the 28th 
Congressional District, which in­ 
cludes Schoharie, Greene.
